GIVING EUROPE A HINT. 


Washington’s new ambassador to London has | 


apparently been sent over to tell Europe that if 
it wants any more favors from the United States 
it will have to stop snarling and wasting money 
on war machinery, get down to work and pay its 


debts. That is the substance of his first speech at 


London, and it is to be said that the speech was 
admirably constructed as a means of conveying 
the message. 


It is unfortunate that the same thing has not | 


been said in the capitals of continental Europe 
and said long ago. It is perhaps said in London 
because that is a more diplomatic way of getting 
the hint to the places where it is needed; cer- 
tainly not because the hint is needed there 

Britain does not require to be told that peace 
and industry are needed in the old world, It 
knows that quite as well as the Government at 
stake. The United 
States is being paid, and will be paid, whether 
continental Europe pays or not. If any outside 
party is stung financially, and suffering commer- 
cially, because of the continued menace of an 
other European outbreak it is Britain, not the 
United States. 

There is a community of interest between the 
United States and Great Britain which is recog- 
nized by this speech and may be helped by it 


| Continental Europe owes the United States some 


thousands of raillions of dollars. Britain has back 
ed the notes of the continental countries and is 
paying because they have failed to do so. The two 
stand as joint creditors of the continental Allies, 
and equally concerned in getting them to stop 
making gestures of hostility and go to work 
Britain and the United States are manufac 
turng and trading countries.
